Th is is th e message wh ich 
Secretary of th e Treasury McAdoo gives to th e

tie made th e statement wh ile in Los An­ 
geles en route to th e San Diego Ex position wh ere 
h e officiated as th e official representative of Presi­ 
dent Wilson. 
Continuing th e Secretary said: 
"Before war was declared th e United States was 
just entering wh at would h ave been a period of 
greater prosperity th an th is country h ad ever ex ­ 
perienced. 
Every th ing was sh aped ex actly righ t for 
such a period. 
Th en came th e war in Europe. Th e 
immense cotton crop was left on th e h ands of th e 
planters, as we know. 
Th e country h as not been 
able to do near th e steel trade with th e belligerent 
countries as h eretofore. 
A depression followed. Now 
th at depression, due to th e European war. is prac­ 
tically a negligible q uantity in th is country . Money 
is more free. 
Th e country ’s finances are daily ac­ 
q uiring a more sound basis. 


“Th e United States is awakening to th e fact th at 
sh e can now not only supply th e demand for h er 
own products, but th at sh e h as a vast q uantity of 
products over and above th is demand with wh ich 
sh e can build up a great ex port trade. 


"Th e rate decision nas cleared th e way for th e 
railroads. 
Th ey sh ould do well from now on. Every ­ 
th ing points to a prosperity greater th an th at ex ­ 
pet ted before war was declared. W h atever depres­ 


s io n h ad been ex perienced in every section of th e 
countrs lias been but temporary and will soon lie 
forgotten in th e rapid approach of general business 
good times. 
"Financiers, officials and business men in general, 
:n 
greatly optimistic over th e brigh t outlook for 
19 15 mid h ave already forgotten th e effect th e Eu- 
i< pt.,n war h as lutd upon th eir businesses and af­ 
fair: 
One of th e country 's most important moves is 
th e establish ment ot ex port trade with every possi­ 
ble nation and as th is trade increases, th o business, 
conditions and prosperity uf th e country 
i 11 be 
bound to increase. I cannot go deeper into th e big 
subjects now confronting our government. 
"Of course, wh at people want to know is wh at 
tiie financial and business conditions are and wh at 
th e outlook appears to lie. 
Th e outlook is ex eelent 
as 1 see it. 
Th e United States h as never h ad suen 
a ch ance to become a great power as th at wh ich 
confronts it now in th e disposal of th e large ex tra 
amount of h ome products for wh ich th ere is no de­ 
mand with in its own boundaries. And it. is beginning 
to take advantage of th is. 


Wh y U. S. Depends on Foreign Capital 
Wh y th e United States depends on European cap­ 
ital is sh own by N’. M. Avery , President of th e Ger­ 
man American Trust and Savings Bank of Los An­ 
geles. 
He was speaking on "How Saving Would 
Make Our Country More Prosperous or th e Relation 
of Saving to General Prosperity ." 
Said President 
Avery : 
"Statistics inform us th at in foreign countries a 
much larger proportion of th e people h ave savings 
accounts in I h e banks. 
For ex ample, in fourteen of 
th e principal countries of th e world an average of 
352 out of every 1000 h ave savings accounts; wh ile in 
ti e United States only 9 b in 1000 are so th rifty . On 
th e oth er h and th e average savings deposit in th ose 
countries is smaller th an in th e United States. But 
tliis only sh ows th at in th e United States persons h av­ 
ing small incomes are not so largely patronizing sav­ 
ings institutions. 
"Five billion dollars of American securities is h eld 
in European countries. 
Th is means th at th ose na­ 
tions are furnish ing th e United States with th e cap­ 
ital to carry on th eir industries. Furth er it means 
th at th e people of th ose countries are doing more 
saving in proportion th an th e people of th e United 
States. 
Now suppose th at th e people of th e United 
States during th eir h istory h ad saved just twice as 
much as th ey h ad, th e result would be th at instead 
of depending on oth er nations for our supply of 
capital we could not only be furnish ing our own cap­ 
ital but also to some ex tent th at of oth er nations. 
"Now wh en we use th e capital of oth er countries 
we pay th em a premium for such use in th e sh ape of 
interest. If we use our own capital we pay th at in­ 
terest ourselves. 
Th at is, it would make more cap­ 
ital. and conseq uently greater activity among our 
factories, our railroads, and conseq uently of our work­ 
ers. 
Our income and activity would be still furth er 
increased if we sh ould supply capital to oth er na­ 
tions. 
Th e final result of th is analy sis is, th erefore, 
th at wh en th e people of th is country are saving th eir 
money , th ey are providing more work, th at is more 
of th e comforts and necessities of life for th em­ 
selves.”

Illinois Bankers Association gave its annual dinner 
in Ch icago Wednesday evening.

of Foreign and Domestic Commerce.

of an address h e said: 
“For th e first time in h istory th e United States is 
ex periencing th e sensation of a real trade balance 
in its favor. As a result of th e developments abroad 
during th e last six month s, we h ave turned th e corner 
and are facing a new era of business ex pansion in 
th is country -—an era wh ich h as made th e t.ei ni h ome 
m arket’ obsolete and arch aic: and put in its place 
th e unfamiliar term of ’world market,’ wh ile th e ex ­ 
port e x c e ss in favor of th e United States h ad ranged 
annually for fourteen y ears front $259 ,000,000 to $650,- 
000,000 ‘invisible factors’ h ad made th is only ait ap­ 
parent favorable balance. 
“Foreign investment in th e United States, totaled 
$7,500,000,000 with an annual interest of $350,000,000 
constituting a fix ed ch arge on American industries, 
wh ile American 
investments 
abroad 
produced a 
revenue y early of only $75,000,000, reducing th e bal­ 
ance against, th e United States on tins count to $275,- 
000,000. 
Moreover American tourist traffic poured 
millions into European coffers each y ear, th e 19 14 
figures being approx imately $280,000,000; foreignborn 
Americans sent h ome annually at least $150,000,000, 
and foreign sh ipping companies collected freigh t from 
American foreign commerce amounting to $25,000,000 
a y ear. 
“Th e result of all th ese invisible factors during th e 
fiscal y ear of 19 14 h ad been to produce an actual 
ex cess of remittances over receipts of $55,000,000. 
Th e ch ange began on July 1, 19 14, and by December 
31, last y ear, th e trade balance ex ceeded remittances 
by $133,000,000, due to th e h uge ex portation of food­ 
stuffs, merch andise and gold and silver. At th e same 
time came a period of ex port capitalism, and we are 
just at th e point of ex panding into th e world’s mar­ 
kets.”
